pected significance pedagogical precept. all 
events, got mixed mind with some questions and 
doubts the proper ends and methods courses theme- 
writing; and trying answer questions and allay 
doubts found myself recurring Hamlet’s words. The question 
most importance was briefly this: whether present tendencies 
the teaching composition are likely make our courses 
writing truly serviceable liberal education, and whether those 
courses have not very many instances failed all that they 
should for liberal education because they have been much con- 
cerned with teaching the art writing practical accomplish- 
ment. 

something paradox, course, say that the real ob- 
ject training composition need not skill writing; but 
that what mean. The skill, the practical facility expres- 
sion, desirable is, may properly enough thought 
sort by-product; the chief thing sought composition 
courses that form part scheme truly liberal education may 
instruction reading. other words, very important ob- 
ject of. training composition, and for some students the most 
important object, the appreciation good style. 

This purpose has been somewhat neglected, somewhat obscured 
other purposes, perhaps more important for the general run 
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students. not underrate the value, practical ways, what 
are all trying for our poorer students. Nor deny 
the real educative value our efforts. Even spelling drill has 
claim called educative. Real education not fully defined 
saying that its end the utmost possible stimulation and 
development individual powers and aptitudes. Its programme 
includes the teaching universal, normal, standard modes 
thought, emotion, will, and expression. That the first business, 
indeed, real education. Let remind you the anecdote told 
that child and disciple individualism, the second Mrs. Shel- 
ley. She was considering where she should send her boy school. 
Some friend advised her, the stereotyped formula, “send 
him where would taught think for himself.” God,” 
she replied, send him where will taught think like 
other people!” And there real educative value the teach- 
ing correctness, which about all that hope for 
our poorer students, surely there much more what try 
for our better students the way enlarging their vocabu- 
lary and developing their forming their minds 
useful habits gathering, sorting, and arranging ideas; sharpen- 
ing their powers and stimulating their interest 
the substance and method contemporary thought. shall all 
agree, surely, that altogether worth while try get our 
students use their eyes sharply their surroundings; open 
their minds for the reception great ideas; think steadily, in- 
stead unrelated fragments; and give the implements 
their expression edge and temper. 

The problem, far, not what get, but how get it. you 
have not already read it, all means read Professor Canby’s ex- 
cellent article “Writing English”, the April Harper’s. His 
classification all Know-Nothings, Do-Nothings, Formal- 
ists, Optimists, according our several ways facing our prob- 
lem, trenchant that anybody ought hesitate disagree with 
him, even point emphasis, and hesitate still more enter 
the lists with him the discussion methods. for one, 
going nothing bold. may be, though, that there room 


his classification for some other types: there are, for example, 


the Veneerers; also the Spider-Drivers. But have nothing 
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say here about methods, good bad. interest just now 
see whether our teaching cannot enriched new purpose and 
different emphasis. 

Composition work ought cultivate sense for style. ought 
give the power read with fuller pleasure what fine and 
good. are inundated with flood books specimens,— 
narration, description, argument and debate, literary 
criticism, personal essays, articles scientific questions, 
editorials, after-dinner speeches and occasional addresses, 
long themes and short themes, themes good and themes bad, 
all the types discourse singly and collectively,—the best speci- 
mens “in the world, either for tragedy, comedy, history, pastoral, 
pastoral-comical, historical-pastoral, tragical-historical, tragical- 
scene individable poem unlimited” 
all there strong swimmer his agony but would 
bubble out his faith reading help writing. Now, sup- 
pose turn the tables. What does writing for our 
Well, course sets reading the cyclopaedias and the news- 
papers and the periodical purveyors tabloid information—and 
very interesting they are—it sends these for our 
and read novels that have summarized and criti- 
and read representative essays questions that have 
the classroom say nothing our reading the 
excellent specimens have mentioned. And our course 
writing gets certain bulk reading, anyway. But this 
reading; what get for our reading from our writing? 
Unless cultivates sense for style, get little nothing. And 
have seemed needlessly elaborate about perfectly plain 
matter, because believe that the cultivation sense for 
style not very certain result our practice writing, and be- 
cause believe that ought the chief justification our work 
for much larger number students than might first think. 

attain this end, not necessary that should turn our 
students out finished stylists, either the less the more re- 
spectable meaning the word. thing worth doing all 
worth doing badly,” Chesterton says. Even the unsuccessful 
trial any art gives one better understanding the worth 
successful achievement.

regarding composition work most useful. The boy with 
natural bent for art, for writing music drawing, going 
see without help the technical difficulties that must overcome 
(though probably will not realize them fully), and will in- 
stinctively understand something the skill the great artist. 
The boy such natural sympathetic insight will learn 
harder lesson, and for him more needful one, failure. 
not say that will ever come the point appreciation that 
his more gifted fellow reaches; but see for himself 
the skill and the power great artistic achievement, has the 
greater need that his education should open his eyes. 

This not utilitarian ideal education; undeniably 
ideal liberal culture. How far can realized not know. 
There are some natures that never can feel the artistry style, 
just there are some ears that cannot tell harmony from discord, 
and some eyes that are color-blind. There must many students 
whose capacity for this feeling, not wholly lacking, small 
that must content succeed only giving them prac- 
tical notion what decently correct and orderly ex- 
pression. But many who are fit for this discipline defeat, and 
some who show promise much better things, are being trained 
writing for the sake the writing only, not looking beyond 
the acquisition facility—facility within rather narrow range 
kinds, usually—and are not being inspired look further and 
deeper and higher. For these students, convinced, compo- 
sition courses can made more serviceable instrument lib- 
eral culture than for the most part they now are. 

suggestion admits easy reductio absurdum, seems 
to. “Why,” says somebody, “this means that you are appre- 
ciate architecture you must attempt the design new Parthe- 
non; you are understand music with full enjoyment you 
must learn sing and play and must try your hand composing 
symphonies and operas; you must paint pictures, carve friezes, 
strut your hour upon the stage. Or, come down one art, can 
students reasonably asked write novels and treatises and ser- 
mons and histories, plays and epics and sonnet-sequences?” Put 
that way, does look preposterous. one short uni- 
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versal genius, would seem, could aspire really liberal edu- 
Perhaps really so. But the reply not far seek. 
have teach principles and generalities means typical 
examples. Even the simplest our tasks English, the teach- 
ing mere correctness, cannot hope more than indicate 
the chief kinds error avoided. Certainly time and strength 
and knowledge not suffice for practice all the kinds lit- 
erature, much less for practice all levels and ranges style. 
But just reasonably expect teach the general method 
science requiring the study one two branches, may 
expect teach appreciation good style general means 
exercise some typical forms. 

This view the value theme-writing for qualified group 
class students, let repeat, regards principally the purpose 
education, and disregards the professional practical 
aspects the matter. implies interest chiefly the best 
students, and more especially those best students whose cir- 
cumstances permit the giving four years more college and 
the university the pursuit broad intelligence, sure taste, and 
delicate sympathy with whatever finest human nature and 
human endeavor. time urge the claim the best minds 
against the moderately good and the mediocre. Popular, national, 
democratic education has done too little for the minds and na- 
tures possible distinction. must pay attention cultivat- 
ing powerful leaven. must this for the sake the lump. 
But must not fail see that excellence perfection 
finish—by whatever name choose call it, understand, 
think, what is—there something sought for its own 
sake, absolutely. 

One result our concern for the mass, the teaching com- 
position, clearly discernible tendency exalt practical effi- 
ciency the expense the higher effects. have seen the 
establishment schools journalism, for instance, and have 
read the praise bestowed upon the special “newspaper style” 
taught some those schools. not know whether there 
any special excellence newspaper writing that not also 
excellence other kinds writing. (Or, you like, you may 
put the other way there normal newspaper 
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style, developed the pressure common newspaper needs, 
will have the merits for the common and undistinguished ends 
journalism that any established and traditional technique has 
for the accomplishment its tasks. have courses offered 
some colleges “business and have courses 
“English for engineers.” number text books have recently 
been published expressly designed appeal the supposed nar- 
rower range interests scientific and technical students, with 
distinctly professional trend, These things are signs willing- 
ness look more and more immediate tangible results, make 
quick work with our writing can, regard training 
composition more and more vocational and directly remunera- 
tive. For the general run students, have already admitted, 
this may the wisest way. But cannot believe the best 
way for the best minds. 

And has disadvantages for average students? produces 
facility, true, but also commonplaceness, which the almost 
inevitable danger accompanying standardization. When praise 
the convenience conformity and normality, had better not 
forget that entails some sacrifice With common- 
placeness goes staleness; with mechanical repetition goes cal- 
lousness. ‘Has this fellow feeling his business, that 
sings asks Hamlet. reply may 
apologetic: “Custom hath made him property easiness.” 
Practice makes perfect, but familiarity breeds contempt. Let 
beware applying routine and habit and professional convention 
work where sensitiveness feeling element ‘success. 
The teaching universal modes feeling part the busi- 
ness education; but the universal passes over with slippery 
ease into the merely superficial and the trite, and the feeling may 
quite evaporate. Here elsewhere, what everybody’s business 
may nobody’s business, any lively degree; what everybody 
can feel may felt very strongly nobody; and the desired fa- 
cility may prove dull flatness. 

There also the ever-present danger our wholesale methods, 
the temptation think more highly quantity than ought. 
The moment the demand for quantity joins forces with profes- 
sional convention, theme-writing loses essential element even 
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for the mediocre student, and for the best student becomes posi- 
tively harmful. 

e’en so,” answers Hamlet; “the hand little employment hath 
the daintier sense.” Hamlet knows, surely, that skill and strength 
come from practice and exercise: has been “in continual prac- 
fence while Laertes has been France. does not 
mean that the natural aptitude the untrained hand can com- 
pete with the deftness the disciplined expert. what sense, 
then, taken? his remark merely specious air 
truth? understand mean “light”, the literal 
truth the statement unquestionable. Look the thick, hard- 
balled fingers the grave-digger, then watch the fingers the 
doctor feels your pulse. The literal, physical antithesis 
obvious that hardly worth calling attention to. But undeni- 
ably Shakespeare meant more than the bare literal substance the 
observation. may apply the problem teaching art 
—and not see that any less applicable there than moral 
questions—and remember what Hamlet knows and what 
know about such things, shall violence Shakes- 
peare’s thought see that means something like this: Our 
touch most delicate and discriminating when set our hands, 
trained exercise not too exacting kind and quantity, nor too 
monotonous and uniform, work that engages our esthetic inter- 
est, undisturbed the thought the immediate practical utility 
it. 

This laborious platitude has sufficient bearing the present 
tendencies the teaching English composition. From 
derive the courage say that think that our courses theme- 
writing are conducted too much the spirit vocational study, 
and avow belief that institutions devoted liberal edu- 
cation the best reason for trying teach the art writing that 
its discipline, whether shortcoming attainment, opens the 
mind and the spirit the better understanding what good 
style really is. 
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Oral Composition 


public high school America has yet come 

clear understanding the necessity for oral 
composition. The reason some high schools are 


giving work this nature more because they 
realize that demanded that arbiter things 
eduéational, the college, than because they see the 
true situation. live economic world. The 
supports free educational institutions, not 
that its citizens may have culture and refinement, but that the 
state may supported citizens able cope with the prob- 
lems existence, and keep the body politic strong and well. Eco- 
nomic conditions are really business conditions. Whatever the 
high school, classical, trade, technical, general, the real end 
view should the same, supported the state—to pre- 
pare the young citizen meet the best advantage the problems 
existence. 

Business conditions change. There was day when business 
man kept his stock goods display, engaged sober, indus- 
trious clerks look after the stock and show customers, and 
other sober, industrious people keep his books and run his er- 
rands. That condition more. The problem business to- 
day meet the customer face face. The man behind the 
counter today must able not only show his goods, but, 
retain his place, must interest the customer buying those 
goods, must know about them, their quality, their manufacture. 
Finally, and most important, must able explain all this 
the mother tongue that the customer likes listen what 
has say. The cash register, the card systems, and delivery 
parcel post make all other departments merchandising in- 
significant. 

Just why the English departments high schools should 
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supposed take the burden making high school graduates fluent 
talkers pure language hard understand. This certainly 
more the duty the English teacher than the French, German, 
Latin, history, any other teacher. should become the chief 
duty every teacher see that every recitation made 
clear, concise English, when English used all. The fact that 
few connected with high school work deny the truth this asser- 
tion, but that fewer still make any serious effort carry out such 
demands, not thing proud of. 

Whatever the other departments do, however, the 
classes must, course, take the question developing pupils 
who can express themselves correct English with great earnest- 
ness and determination. The first feeble efforts which have been 
put forth here and there, can considered merely testimony 
the fact that the need taken seriously. The work done yet 
makes progress against the major difficulties overcome, 
and those teachers who suppose that they are really meeting the 
demands the situation must, the whole, stop and think again. 
There are, always, exceptions. The High School Commerce, 
Boston, for instance, really giving time, work and determi- 
nation this matter, and with the absolute necessity for results 
daily view, with faculty almost ideal for such work, this 
school should able before long help others practical results. 

The chief obstacle present the way progress oral 
composition arrangement class work, based mistaken 
notion. seems believed most teachers, that pupils get 
help and personal power oral composition, from hearing others 
recite. probably true that they gain some ideas. 
learn all about baseball, from the bleachers. know the plays, 
where the ball should thrown, when the man out, when 
does well, and when does badly. This par with what 
pupils learn oral composition from hearing others recite. Put 
the bleacher ball player the diamond for the first time. 
lost, and the pupil who begins use his tongue and lips 
speak the language has heard much. Speaking can only 
become accurate and fluent praciice, practice the part 
the individual who concerned. Practice which observes will 
bring results. 
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painful listen recitations high school English 
classes, where the pupil goes on, adding phrase after phrase, clause 
after clause, hitching them together with prepositions and con- 
junctions and grunts. still more painful feel that 
must wait for the weekly exercise oral composition before this 
corrected. this case the English teacher much 
fault the other teachers whom complain. Why should 
pupil ever say anything, any subject, the English class, which 
not oral composition? Why should set apart period once 
week for pupils speak good English? must realize what 
that means. means, course, that the one subject more vital, 
the whole, than any other the pupil, than 
.an hour year for actual practice. Any teacher who really sup- 
poses that this will bring results dreaming. 

Another cloudy spot the horizon the oral composition it- 
self. generally memory selection. The subject assigned, 
chosen, and the pupil prepares himself advance. This usually 
means that learns brief paper has prepared and delivers 
it. Sometimes the teacher arranges work this impossible. 
that case the subject either discussed, treated extempo- 
raneously. The language loose and inaccurate. hard 
see how mere talking going bring results this matter, What 
should expect the pupil who wrote several short themes each 
year, being told the teacher regarding each one, that was not 
clear enough, that said and too much, and that must make 
his sentences more definite. the present work oral compo- 
sition much more than this? Does the pupil build his composi- 
tion with care, sentence sentence, stopping frequently change 
blind alley for thoroughfare, and swapping vague expression 
for definite one? not on, catch-as-catch-can, the 
end, receiving rather vague criticism then 

real results can possibly come this work any such plan. 


Practice must provided, and, under the present methods 


arranging school work can only come making every recita- 
tion the English class oral composition. The pupil must 
realize when gets his feet that what says, short long 


his speech may be, must said real sentences, with 


predicate. must gradually learn that his adjectives shall 
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mean what the subject requires, and that his phrases must 
placed proper order. 

warning should given here. Almost every printed state- 
ment about courses oral composition contain material about 
paragraphs. The paragraph should carefully left out. The 
paragraph has place composition. possible that 
Samuel Johnson had paragraphs mind when speaking. Possibly 
also Edward Howard Griggs thinks constructively that, for 
often shows wonderful elocution getting back the point 
just when you fear for his erring thoughts. But the paragraph 
unnecessary the life normal humans. think sentences, 
and, matter fact seldom actually see the end our sen- 
tences, depending the rising field consciousness, and trained 
organ speech carry safe harbor. that ambitious 
one who should aspire think and talk paragraphs may 
safely assure plenty opportunity practice, himself. 
the free thinkers were the Puritans, will his con- 
temporaries, will given perfect freedom, move on. 

the English teacher takes the best advantage the active 
mand now apparent for training oral work, should prove 
great help getting new adjustment the English work. Make 
the slogan, “Seventy-five pupils for teacher, and more.” 
tical training with five six classes each day averaging thirty- 
five pupils class, impossible. Strike while the iron hot. 
need plenty recitations, but few pupils. Meanwhile make 
use every opportunity which given the pupil for speech, 
demand that make that speech coherent, accurate, and simple. 
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College Entrance Requirements History, 
Theory and Practice 


WISH delimit the start the field this paper 
saying that not mean discuss the general 
question history proper subject for college 
admission requirements, the particular periods 
countries dealt with, the amount time 
that should given the subject, the relative 
merits examination certification tests. The 
which wish consider principally, the 
requirement supplementary collateral reading. 

The distinguishing characteristic the Report the Com- 
mittee Seven the American Historical Association—the pro- 
genitor the many reports that and other bodies which have 
since been prepared relating the study history colleges and 
schools—is its advocacy supplementary reading indispen- 
sable part the secondary school work history. the report 
did not directly disfavor the use text books, certainly dis- 
paraged the text book the sole manual for study, and empha- 
sized the need using many books various sorts—sources, docu- 
ments, biographies, larger histories, travels, ete.—if proper ele- 
mentary knowledge history, adequate preparation for further 
historical study, were had. With equal emphasis the report 
condemned the exercise “mere memory” and formal recitation, 
and urged the superior merits the “laboratory method.” 
the report means anything this connection, means that 
history text book, however well contrived, can itself afford sat- 
isfactory knowledge the period which treats, either 
element the school curriculum subject for admission 
college. 

the fifteen years which have elapsed since the appearance 
the report, strenuous efforts have been made various history 
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teachers associations and other bodies, and the College En- 
trance Examination Board which adopted the recommendations 
the report its definition requirements, carry the scheme 
into effect. Publishers and authors have aided preparing 
text books elaborately equipped with references for supplementary 
reading, compiling long list “readings” and “source- 
books.” Yet the net result all this effort the verdict the Com- 
mittee Review the College Entrance Examination Board, 
lately made public, that the examinations history set the 
Board show the largest percentage failures any set that 
body, and that reconsideration the history requirement must, 
apparently, soon undertaken higher percentage pass 
marks not forthcoming. 

venture this paper submit reasons for thinking that 
the existing requirement, far collateral reading concerned, 
both illogical and impossible, and that should either radi- 
cally modified else abandoned altogether. 

The purpose laboratory work science is, suppose, two- 
fold: either illustrate confirm truth formally stated 
discover new truths. one would think studying physics 
chemistry biology solely from text book, for the reason 
that study the process which the statements the text 
book are arrived at, and the actual material with which 
the science deals, indispensable understanding the 
statements themselves. teacher, however, supposes that the be- 
ginner thereby discovering new truths, questioning well- 
settled conclusions, “making his own text book,” doing any- 
thing whatever save learning the nature mechanical biological 
processes, and acquiring elementary facility handling scientific 
material. 

such method applicable the study history 
think not. begin with, there yet consensus opinion 
the precise content any history course. almost every 
other subject the curriculum—physics, mathematics, Latin, 
German, composition—a year course many hours per week 
pretty much the same thing every school good standing 
which taught. history, the other hand, the range 
indefinitely wide. One teacher emphasizes the first 
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thirty years the last thirty minutes American history, an- 
other subordinates the colonial period the constitutional period, 
another lays chief stress economic matters, another ignores 
disparages war. One teacher treats the history England 
part the history Europe, another makes insular the 
island itself, third sees only attachment course 
literature current “social questions.” Schools Protestant 
communities study the Reformation, while schools Roman 
Catholic communities are careful speak the movement 
“revolt” and pass the other side. One looks vain through 
the literature the subject for any general recognition con- 
tent comparable any respect that which found most 
other subjects which students enter college. The bare state- 
ment the history requirement, put forth the College En- 
trance Examination Board, almost ludicrous its inadequacy. 

requirement collateral reading, present urged, 
further open attack because the material for such reading can- 
not practice obtained the majority schools, and can- 
not, even where somewhat obtainable, practice administered. 
reading implies access library, very considerable 
the number titles, and sufficient the number duplicate 
copies provide for the needs the How many schools 
today, after fifteen years agitation, possess such libraries, 
have access them? How many communities would provide not 
only the hundreds, but the thousands, volumes necessary 
afford even the most elementary equipment for such work? 
recent investigation the New England History Teachers Asso- 
ciation shows that scarcely baker’s dozen the high schools 
New England possess anything that might fairly called 
adequate school library, and doubt the proportion any 
larger for other parts the country. The plain fact the case 
seems that the preparatory schools, least those with which 
the College Entrance Examination Board comes contact, have 
made serious effort meet the requirements history pro- 
viding the working material upon which conformity those re- 
quirements absolutely depends. not enlarge upon the inabil- 
ity the existing teaching force history, far numbers are 
concerned, administer the requirement thoroughly, for the 
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reason, that, suppose, needs demonstration. matters stand, 
the schools have not provided the indispensable facilities, and the 
existing staff teachers could not use the facilities they had 
them. 

far the requirement collateral reading disparages re- 
liance upon textbooks the use memory, illogical. Let 
take illustration. Here text book of, let say, American 
English history. The author scholar, abundantly equipped 
far knowledge concerned, for his task. The manuscript 
his book has probably been read number experts, in- 
cluding secondary school teachers, well university professors. 
The publishers have subjected the book minute examination, 
and have spared neither money nor effort make the book ade- 
quate. Are the statements the text accurate? the narrative 
Are the incidents and episodes selected such 
are generally regarded most significant for elementary study 
the language good? there any reasonable likelihood that 
teacher pupil can improve upon the text, either 
phraseology content? the matter the book not only the 
kind thing, but large degree the precise thing, that the 
veriest tyro the subject ought know? is, not the 
best thing for the pupil—best for his knowledge unquestioned 
facts, best for his sense order, proportion and sequence, best for 
his judgment relative values, best for his English style 
speech and writing—that study and learn that book? there 
any gain, either for the pupil for sound pedagogy, slovenly 
English, ignorance common names and dates, scrappy reading 
this larger narrative that volume “selections”, immature 
expression opinion about what might have happened some- 
thing else had not, dangerous drawing parallels between 
little known past and less known present, which too often char- 
acterizes the elementary study history, comparison with the 
gain which ought result from the careful study sound and 
scholarly text 

far from wishing that the historical reading pupils 
should confined text books, that purely formal memoriza- 
tion should take the place reading and discussion. would 
enrich the history course all the reading that pupils can

far beyond their present limits. The prime purpose such read- 
ing, however, should the intellectual awakening the student, 
his introduction great literature which the experiences 
the world are recorded; and such reading should largely 
not wholly voluntary. may well vivify the subject, but 
should not replace the text book any portion it, substi- 
tuted for the knowledge fundamental facts whose truth 
has long since been determined, and which for most students are 
best learned outright. 

Finally, the existing expectation collateral reading open 
serious objection from the fact that such reading cannot prac- 
tice tested the college. Whether admission college 
must possible for the college assure itself that the work 
which prescribes for entrance has been done. know 
way which the college can satisfy itself that collateral reading 
history has been done, save the method setting individual 
tests for individual students, method which can hardly re- 
garded practicable. the matter stands, therefore, have 
this anomalous situation. The college requires collateral reading, 
-but does not fact test because such test impracticable. The 
schools, lacking even respectable equipment either books 
teachers for doing the work, and knowing well the college 
that the work cannot tested, neglect either wholly largely, 
and fact rely chiefly upon textbooks while pretending not 
so. Examination questions, accordingly, whether set the

any wonder that under such circumstances the great majority

venture the opinion, therefore, that the time has come for 


both the content and the method the history 
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requirement. historical field—ancient, mediaeval and mod- 
ern European, English and retained, 
stated show with some precision the topics classes topics 
treated, and the chronological proportions. The farce 
announcing “English History” requirement should end, and 
the schools should told what parts aspects that vast sub- 
ject the college expects. The text book, incomparably better now 
than ever before, should reinstated its proper place the 
core, and for most purposes the sufficient body, elementary in- 
struction. collateral reading retained, the particular 
books parts books expected read should specified, 
and examination questions set upon them; otherwise collateral 
reading had best cease form,any longer part the entrance 
history requirement. 
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common knowledge that there widespread and 
severe criticism the results history and 

civics Among the critics are history 
teachers, history writers, educators, host par- 
ents, and almost countless number boys and 
girls who consider study history neces- 
sary evil. Perhaps Dr, Snedden, Massachusetts 
Commissioner Education, has summed the 
opinion these critics well anyone his book, “Problems 
Educational Readjustment,” Chapter IV. says: “all 
feel vaguely, that history, anywhere, should found valu- 
able means liberal education. But scientific methods, in- 
sufficient pedagogy, and prevailing lack social insight have 
contributed the sterilization this subject soil for the 
growth ideals, sentiments, and useful social knowledge.” 
study history now carried secondary schools, does not 
‘function’ appreciable modification civic attitudes, ideals, 
knowledge, because teachers history not certainly know 
what results they seek, terms valid educational utilities, 
their efforts seem largely wasted, measured terms 
better citizenship.” ‘History courses, now found, especially 
secondary schools, refiect only the most superficial pedagogical 
organization.” “As respects both aims and methods, the various 
courses history are still essential respects unexplored terri- 
tory.” “Both historian and history teacher tend organize and 
interpret the sources history without reference the signifi- 
cance applicability these the problems present and fu- 
ment civic education the secondary schools because its aims 
are and its organization and study are pedagogically 
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unsound.” These statements are severe, and true constitute 
serious denunciation the ordinary history writer and history 
teacher. 

the Reconstruction History Teaching might 
well arrange what have say under three headings, 
namely, 

The Point View, 

Subject Matter, and 

Results. 

The Point View. 

the present time there are two groups schools history 
writers and history teachers, and these two schools are radically 
and sometimes almost unforgivingly opposed each other. The 
older school, which may termed the conservative, reactionary, 
stand-pat school, says that history should studied for history’s 
sake. Some this schools say that the primary, others say that 
the only object which the teacher history should aim 
impart much knowledge the history the past possible; 
that the function history teaching not enable the pupil 
understand appreciate his environment and the problems 
his own time. These say that such function wrong because 
making the study history bear almost wholly upon the 
present and the future,—wrong because always drawing at- 
tention what are become. And history teachers, are 
not concerned about the present, not about the future. 
the eyes this school the function history teaching draw 
attention things that have been, because they have been. 
are center our thoughts the life that was. Study the facts! 
Study the facts! The facts the life that has been! And stop 
right there. 

very recent years another school history writers and his- 
tory teachers has arisen, which may termed the insurgent, pro- 
gressive, radical school. The point view this school funda- 
mentally different from the view point the older school. The 
newer school says study the past, know the facts the past, study 
the things that have been, but what things and why? Just because 
the things the past have been? Just because wish lay 
claim being “cultured”, “educated” beings? “No! No!” This 
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newer school says: study the past, but don’t stop right there. Study 
the past not simply know the past because the past, but 
study the past know how the present has come be. Don’t 
stop there even, says this recent school, but step further, and 
study the present, understand the life that now is. Study 
the past and the present that may intelligently analyze the 
present and its problems. This school believes that historical 
facts events are comparatively little value unless they have 
bearing upon the present world thought and action. The real 
function history teachings according the new 
develop constructive and interpretative power order that 
may rightly judge contemporaneous problems, movements, insti- 
tutions, and leaders. are study history not for his- 
tory’s sake, but for our sake and for our children’s 

illustrate the spirit this school, their contention that 
wrong send forth each year from the publicly supported 
schools into the life the public multitude youth without 
useful knowledge, without knowledge American government 
and present-day conditions, without knowledge existing social, 
and political evils, without knowledge the great forces 
that have been turning this old world upside down the last 
twenty-five years,—forces that have caused the disintegration 
ancient monarchies and established republics their places; 
without knowledge the evils child labor and life-robbing 
ditions the laboring class; without knowledge the surging 

forces that are causing the spread Socialism and the ideals 
the Industrial Workers the World; without knowledge the 
wickedness corrupt politics and corrupt business methods. This 
school maintains that socially criminal send forth scores 
thousands boys and girls every year into social organism 
without giving them understanding the essential conditions 
and needs that organism when crying loud for intelligent 
and true this school that has caused within the last 
few years revolution viewpoint, selection material, and 
methods history teaching, and the revolution from all present 
indications, spreading with great rapidity. this school 
that has forced the front the question the reconstruction 
history teaching. 
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addition the above criticism, the newer school maintains 
that there are other fundamental reasons why the theory his- 
tory teaching the older school should modified and history 
teaching reorganized. (1) One these reasons that the re- 
sults history teaching according the other theory are far 
from satisfactory. The permanent acquisitions are far too meager. 
the study the minutiae history have lost history. The 
residuum has not justified the terrific exertion school authori- 
ties and school teachers and the huge expense which the public 
has been put. very keen observer and competent judge has 
said that thinks that boys and girls not remember one-tenth 
one per cent all the facts they are asked learn the his- 
tory courses. Further results the older theory are that the 
customary way teaching history has deadening and ruinous 
effect upon the interest the adolescent would naturally have 
such inherently live subject; that boys and girls leave our 
schools after spending ten twelve years them almost com- 
pletely out touch with current issues and problems, knowing 
more the sixteenth century than the twentieth; that they 
have almost understanding the world they are about live 
in; that the history courses usually fail make pupils think; 
that the public not getting its money’s worth. 

(2) Then, the newer school says that the older way teaching 
history based false theory culture, that theory being that 
culture product the things hoary with age. Who 
says that the way get culture? Culture? What 
Will pupil adult receive any more culture studying 
the recorded deeds old military chieftains and elaborate de- 
scriptions old tombs than would receive making care- 
ful critical study the Panama Canal tolls repeal bill with its his- 
toric background? not pertinent ask whether have not 
means our immemorial conception culture developed false 
ideals culture, hypocritical ideals culture 

(3) Again, the newer school says that the old theory history 
teaching from truly educational view point rests upon psy- 
chologically unsound basis. From the standpoint psychology 
pupil will not and cannot learn effectively, and what learns 
will not remain with him permanently unless has direct in- 
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terest the work hand, and that interest must interest 
similar kind that which has sports. Just soon 
our students history realize that the subject matter has di- 
rect bearing upon problems vital everyday interest they will 
become interested history. But the study history al- 
lowed mean them little more than the collecting the facts 
the past they will have interest collecting the facts. They 
can see great value merely collecting facts. They had rather 
play ball, because they can see some use doing that. 
Lowell, believe, who says that “there nothing less profitable 
than scholarship for the mere sake scholarship, nor anything 
more wearisome the attainment.” Pupils know that they are 
not called upon live the ancient mediaeval world. If, how- 
ever, the average pupil can made see that certain phases 
the ancient world and the mediaeval world have directly affected 
our world, not only will become interested, but will also re- 
member those phases the past his dying day. can’t see 
this, will have just about much interest the study history 
Mike (of whom Professor Muzzey tells) had what college 
professor was saying about Nero class settlement boys. The 
professor was telling how wicked Nero was, how kicked his 
wife, poisoned his courtiers, killed his mother, and longed sever 
the heads all his subjects. Then the professor turned Mike 
and said: Mike, what you think this man 
Mike aroused himself sufficiently drawl out: “Huh! never 
done nuthing me.” The psychology the older school his- 
tory teachers wrong because the intellectual apparatus the 
pupil regarded being made “mental cold-storage cham- 
bers” packed full uncorrelated, inarticulate, and there- 
fore meaningless, facts, data, and statistics. The mind pupil 
not “mental cold-storage house.” 

(4) reason why the theory history teaching this 
school should abandoned that based upon educational 
ideal bygone age. Almost all our courses history and 
most our history text books have been planned specifically 
meet aristocratic ideal, namely, the preparing pupils meet 
college entrance examinations. Exceedingly few public school 
pupils ever college. Millions upon millions those who 
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have gone through the public schools have not gone college, and 
are educating millions these days who will never further 
than the high school. Yet, strange say, write history and 
teach history just though every one was going college! 
Think it! about time that school officials and pub- 
lic school teachers rose rebellion against the domination 
the public schools from above! The courses history should 
planned not meet aristocratic ideal, but meet the needs 
democracy. Free public schools are pledged serve the com- 
munity. They are maintained public expense for public bene- 
fit. Otherwise the public would not employ about 500,000 pub- 
lic servants (school teachers) and expend every year nearly $500,- 
000,000. And when public school officials and teachers feel cer- 
tain that departure from the old order school teaching go- 
ing benefit the public their solemn duty make the change, 
addition, the history course should transformed 
meet the requirements new and complex social and economic 
order. new age upon demanding the practical application 
the study the past the needs the present. Most our 
history text books were written for one age, while our pupils are 
living another age. This makes the books dry, uninteresting 
and impracticable. said that have made greater progress 
the last one hundred years than the previous three thousand 
years. And the nearer come 1914 the greater the scope 
and the intensity progress. Yet, are teaching our pupils 
but little the recent important years. some one has put it, 
“the text books usually leave off about the time the student was 
born, the world learns about not the world lives in.” 
Such condition absurdity. 

The newer school history writers and history teachers main- 
tain, then, that there are least these five capital reasons for the 
reconstruction history teaching, namely, (1) that history should 
taught not for history’s sake, but for our sake and our chil- 
dren’s sake; (2) that the results the older theory history 
teaching are decidedly (3) that the older view 
based false theory culture; (4) that from truly educa- 
tional point view the old theory rests upon psychologically 
unsound basis; and (5) that based upon educational ideal 
bygone age. 
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II. Subject Matter. 

much for the point view. What should have for sub- 
ject matter? Considerable has already been implied. Briefly 
stated, the subject matter which has been studied the past would 
cut down that what has been done four years would now 
done three years, and still not leave out any comparatively im- 
portant matter. The process would that eliminating all that 
comparatively worthless from the standpoint culture, from 
the standpoint what the ordinary man ever needs know, and 
from the standpoint articulating the past with the life today. 

There are but few really and deeply significant movements, in- 
stitutions, and men the history any nation. And the further 
back history, the fewer big things find that have 
bearing the present world thought and action. Such things 
would receive serious and intensive study. content would 
put into those things that are worth while, and would 
rather difficult forget them. Put another way, this process 
elimination means that considerably less time would given 
pre-nineteenth century European and American history, and 
much more time given the study history from the nineteenth 
century the present day, the last twenty years European and 
American history receiving considerable attention. But the course 
history throughout should thoroughly modernized. Notice 
how some our very recent history text book writers have phrased 
this idea their prefaces. 

(1) “It doubtful text book should give room any in- 
cident which the student cannot articulate with the life today. 
This accounts for the omission many names and events com- 
monly found text books.” West: Revised Ancient World. 

(2) “In the selection these essentials, many details for- 
merly deemed vital knowledge history have been purposely 
omitted attempt mirror the customs and life the peo- 
ple and explain the meaning the great economic, social, and 
early modern times, always having mind their influence 
present Howe: Essentials Early European His- 
tory. 

(3) “In conformity with what now the established ten- 
dency, greater emphasis has been put the events our own 
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time than those former ages. now generally recognized 
that leading aim the study history enable one un- 
derstand the world today.” New Mediaeval and 
Modern History. 

(4) “This volume represents the newer tendencies histori- 
cal writing. given those factors our national 
development which appeal most vital from the standpoint 
today. The most unmistakable advantage historical study 
explain prevailing conditions and institutions showing 
how they have come about. This our best way understand 
the present and position participate intelligently the 
solution the great social and political problems face. All 
minor and uncorrelated matters have been boldly omitted the 
ground that they make permanent impression the student’s 
mind and serve only confuse and blur the larger issues.” Muz- 
zey: American History. 

(5) “The purpose this manual narrate the history 
the past such fashion help make plain the events and 
problems our world. has been the authors’ ever-conscious 
aim enable the reader catch with his own times.” 
son and Beard: Outlines European History. Part II. 

(6) have sought furnish background for the leading 
issues current politics and enlist the interest the student 
the history the most wonderful period American develop- 
interested our age they were theirs; and the doctrine that 
can know more about Andrew Jackson whom have not seen 
than about Theodore Roosevelt whom have seen, pernicious 
psychological error.” Charles Beard: Contemporary Ameri- 
History. 

Thus you see have authors now writing history text books 
whose great desire get our boys and girls intelligently ap- 
preciate the background present problems and issues. 

But necessary take one step more before the process 
the history teaching complete. this: the 
time saved eliminating all that comparatively worthless from 
our history courses should devoted very practical study 
(1) civics, (2) the policies, beliefs, and platforms our pres- 
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ent political parties, and (3) present problems and issues, usually 
termed current events. course composed these three ele- 
ments could very appropriately termed Course Citizenship. 

Civics almost lost the history courses. should receive 
much more than receiving, and this were rightly 
done such study would aid greatly causing our pupils un- 
derstand present-day politics and current problems. Too many 
teachers history not appreciate how tremendously important 
that the 20,000,000 attending our various public and semi- 
public schools understand political parties and their beliefs. Nearly 
all appointments, nearly all questions coming before the city, 
state and national legislatures are settled political party lines. 
the Federal service there are said nearly 400,000 posi- 
tions which appointments are made directly indirectly the 
president and members his cabinet, and the salaries connected 
with these aggregate probably least $200,000,000. Add these 
the positions our states, cities and towns and the sum total 
staggering. And these, with those elected political parties, are 
the men that determine the kind political world which 
must live. Our government from top bottom 
tinctively party government. Yet, there scarcely boy 
girl leaving our schools soon take the privilege the fran- 
chise who could tell the differences between the present political 
parties. They are leave our schools live democracy gov- 
erned politics, knowing comparatively nothing the politics 
that democracy. And the thing that exasperating 
some teachers history that the great body teachers them- 
selves have prickings conscience sending high school boys 
and girls out into the twentieth century with more intimate 
knowledge the round vaulted tombs Mycenae than they 
have knowledge the beliefs our political leaders and political 
parties. Our newspaper editors chide and scold because the pub- 
lic careless about legislative doings. But how can expect 
anything else when the only institution the United States with 
the facilities keeping the young citizens the land from under- 
standing legislative doings? The history, the policies, the beliefs, 
the platforms, all our leading parties should receive careful 
study. The future effect such study the American electo- 
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rate cannot overestimated. The foreign element our nation 
needs this political instruction particular before the Tammany 
organizations everywhere impart them biased, partisan, and 
corrupt political ideas. 

Every high school, academy, and college the United States 
should doing current problems what are doing the 
Hope Street High School, something quite similar. Every week 
every senior and every junior the English department re- 
quired keep current event note book which must arrange 
for the week ten current events under the three headings (1) 
local events; (2) national events; (3) international and foreign 
events. The substance the events must written out and the 
references given. And addition this work have studied 
and discussed class this year among other topics the following: 
(1) Tammany Hall; (2) the Governor’s Address; (3) the May- 
or’s Address; (4) the milk situation Providence and the new 
milk bill; (5) the proposed subway system for Providence; (6) 
the election police commissioner for Providence; (7) All 
President Wilson’s messages; (8) the new tariff; (9) the new 
law; (10) the Panama Canal tolls question; (11) the 
income tax law; (12) our Mexican policy; (13) the work 
Lloyd George England; (14) Ulster and Irish Home Rule; 
(15) and the militant suffraget movement England compared 
with the woman suffrage movement the United States. con- 
sidering such questions our pupils learn practical civics, legisla- 
tive doings, become interested the fundamental issues today, 
and ask questions practical nature. Such study excel- 
lent preparation for college well for life, because the 
stimulating effect the mind. 

Those who stand for the reconstruction history teaching sug- 
gest that the courses history arranged somewhat according 
the following units: (Compare Bulletin No. 41, Bureau 
Education, 1913, 16-24.) 

For the first year, European history about 1700 (Eng- 
land included, 

the second year, European history since about 1700 
(including contemporary 

For the-third year, United States history since 1760 the 
latest presidential election. 
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For the fourth year, course citizenship composed 
civics, practical politics and current (problems) events. 
Results. 

conclusion, what would some the fundamental benefits 

will dissipate the idea that history matter the 
past only and therefore dead subject. This new living way 
teaching history will put flesh old dry bones and breathe life 
into the dead. 

will correlate the work the school room more truly 
with life. One the most lamentable things about the topics 
the school room that they are confessedly isolated from our 
every day living. How much time for instance have you spent 
this week out society talking about John Milton’s Minor Poems, 
the iota the ablative absolute, Achilles, Cerberus 
Such subjects are all right far they go, but they should 
subordinated the things more akin our every day needs. 

will give our pupils something worth while talk about, 
and bring the school and the home closer relationship each 
other. this render really valuable social service. 
The utter barrenness the conversation school children after 
ten twelve years training our public schools matter 
deeply regretted. 

would give our pupils modern vocabulary which they 
much need. Much the vocabulary first class editor 
magazine contributor Chinese puzzle the average young 
American. astonishment found that there were about 
twenty common political terms used President Wilson one 
his messages which most the senior class American history 
failed understand. They were just the words too, one should 
know order get the meaning the message. believe the 
average teacher scarcely thinks this very serious matter. 
for other reason than this, the magazines should used liber- 
ally the study current problems. 

will make our pupils think and give them practice with 
ideas that require controversy, differences view, balance 
reasons, and suspension judgment. will make them see 
that there are two sides question, teach them.the art cour- 
disagreement, and tend make them open-minded. 
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will enable the young American understand the 
pressing problems the time and aid equipping him help 
solve them. This means that will better able judge rightly 
contemporaneous movements, institutions and leaders. And 
doing this shall accomplishing the real function our pub- 
lic schools, which is, enable each individual make the most 
himself, and the same time make possible for him con- 
tribute intelligently toward public well-being. 

partial practical proof these conclusions let submit 
you some excerpts from unexpected examination seniors

14. offers each pupil chance express his own opinion, 
which opportunity not given him other courses. 

15. can read the news columns, editorials, and maga- 
zine articles with intelligence and delight. 

How can adults frozen, glued, some ancient theory 
history teaching and our young people great wrong 
question whether history ought taught this new living 
way? When withhold from the boys and girls our land such 
valuable information and training, are the same time with- 
holding from the public more intelligent and effective citizenship. 
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FEAR ideas this subject are muddled 
those one boys who gravely stated that 
Mr. Wilson received over 400 votes the “electri- 
college,” and shall glad answer, the 
best ability, any questions clear par- 
ticular points. are meeting today teachers 
history, whether all are such no. Un- 
doubtedly, when have finished, the question 
history teaching, its content, its method, its past and its future 
will settled for all time. Hasn’t been settled every year, defi- 
nitely, finally, this conference, that committee, the other sylla- 
bus? But all seriousness, not this fluidity desired 
Can predicate the needs the next decade? Can even 
utter ultimatum the Huertist pedagogical armies the 
now? most can familiarize ourselves with the history 
history teaching, laid down where all who run may read, and 
hear recounted for the hundredth time the various little tricks 
the trade, the argot that precious illuminator the youth—the 
teacher history. But can proud our chosen work. For 
what the chief end man the pedagogical shorter 
not train for citizenship? And what field 
education can found shorter cut true patriotism than 
through the field history, sane, sensible history, divested its 
bloody wars and scandalous doings king and hierarch, and 
packed full the joy and intensity and service peoples strug- 
gling upward toward freedom and rational living. What can bet- 
ter train for citizenship than the study the lives great citizens 
the world, the evolution the nation which are 
part. Does not help the growing mind solve its problems 
learning how other people have met the same conditions and have 
mastered them 
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but carrying coals Newcastle reviewing the evolution 
history the elementary schoo] curriculum. Most have 
painful and weary recollections such elementary school history 
was the accepted order the ancient days. you recall those 
familiar friends the past, the text books musty vintage, 
with their crude wood-cuts, their impossible English construc- 
tion, their gloating descriptions war, their neatly tied-up para- 
graphs concerning the administration this president and that 
president, their lists “Important Dates”, and their other en- 
dearing and enduring features? much for the method, “from 
page 345 page 353, and commit memory all matter black 
type,” and now for the place the course. Well, most schools 
the approved small town size, expected that their graduates would 
complete such history study, wherever the heavily burdened teacher 
could fit in, usually the last common school grade, the 
academies. 1876 American history was taught some extent 
the last grammar grade the state Ohio, and 1880 
vas commonly taught the eighth ninth grade throughout the 
East, but the same time, nine times many pupils were taking 
geography history. The famous Madison Conference 1891 
brought forth the Committee Ten, which favored courses 
least three periods weekly during the four upper grammar 
the first two these years were devoted biography and 
mythology, the last two American and Greek and Roman his- 
tory. Further recommendations were the effect that the work 
should correlated with English, Greek, and Latin, and geo- 
graphy, and that some collateral reading should done. Strong 
emphasis was laid upon the value historical study for training. 
This report was criticized because gave direction se- 
lection material, and because failed take into account the 
ethical value the subject. 

1894, Committee Fifteen the Department Superin- 
tendence the reported favor the study Ameri- 
history with text book, beginning with the seventh grade, 
for year and half, followed semester civics; this formal 
study preceeded with general European history courses 
one hour weekly all grades. These recommendations were not 
generally adopted. 
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1899, came the recommendations the New England His- 
tory Teachers’ Association that work history below the secondary 
school divided into two groups the elementary grades from 
the second the fifth, “the elements Grecian, Roman, and 
Norse mythologies, stories and biographies from Hebrew, Grecian, 
Roman, English, and American history,—chiefly told read 
the the grammar grades, English and American his- 
tory from text books. 

The School Education, University Chicago, then the Chi- 
cago Institute, brought forward radically different plan based 
the culture epoch theory. This plan urged that each step the 
course must follow the child’s experiences and show the corre- 
sponding experiences man. the time the child has reached 
the fifth grade, has been shown the industrial and social activi- 
ties his community, and has been led question how these came 
into being. the fifth grade studies the history his locality, 
and goes thence the history the colonies. the sixth, 
goes back the period discovery, and the history the 
cities and countries concerned these ventures. the seventh, 
traces familiar institutions from classical times the Renais- 
sance, while the eighth, beginning with present social phenom- 
ena, shown how they came about. excellent set ele- 
mentary histories process completion somewhat along 
these lines, written Miss Katharine Dopp, and, you will 
pardon the personal tone this paper, can vouch for the useful- 
ness the idea, training three youngsters the 
“Children’s Hour, between the dark and the daylight,” reading 
with them these books, our mutual delight.

attempt remedy these conditions the committee made the 
following recommendations: 

History teaching the elementary schools should focused 
around American history, its civilization, its institutions, and its 
traditions.

say astonishing, for entirely loss see this very 
proposition, which termed fundamental, their syllabus. How- 
ever, the especially useful feature this plan the evaluation 
the topics contained. Their fundamental aim can obtained 
better following out the course outlined the Committee 
Seven, the course soon promulgated the state 
New Jersey. 

The latter course assumes close correlation between history, 
geography, and civics. Indeed these constitute perfect trilogy.

mals, return the next feeding. splendid treatment this 
subject will found the book Prof. Charters, “Teaching 
the Common Branches”, published Messrs. Houghton, 
and Company. There should definiteness assignment. How 
many splendid classes have gone stale through the failure the 
part the teacher show them exactly what expected them 
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for the next time. Then let the pupil the work. Visit 
class room after class room, anywhere, today, next week, spite 
all that has been written, said, and done, and you will find 
all lecturing, pouring out, embellishing, carrying all the loads 
our shoulders our frenzied desire pull along the plastic mind, 
fill Let the pupil the work. You know what 
mean. are not lazy. Accuse it, you dare, you man 
the street, you city father who rushes the city superintend- 
ent with protest against his son being taught civics, (community 
civics) the ground that knows all that necessary for the 
family know about how run the city. 

What you can’t complete text book, outline the time 
What more vital that you teach the child how 
study, and then how grow. You ask “With the facts has 
thus obtained?” indeed, but rather how grow with the 
consciousness being able handle life’s problems they pre- 
sent themselves. Learn doing. believe that perfect 
teacher could born deaf and dumb and yet could successful. 
And here endeth the whole matter, fall back upon the truth 
that the secret good teaching rests with the teacher. Not all 
the aids possible are compared with him. Blessed are your 
school boards when they grant you sufficient black board space for 
wall maps, chalk talks, outlining, and the thousand and one me- 
chanical advantages thereof, when they fill your book shelves with 
practical books for reference report work, and your walls with 
scholarly and beautiful maps and pictures, and your history labora- 
tory room with historical models and reliefs, note book material 
and loose leaf maps for class room work. Yet “from him that hath 
not shall taken away even that which hath.” And man 
this truer than the teacher. 

conclusion, our history work elementary schools will 
properly reorganized, that school which has definite progres- 
sive course study, adequate equipment, sympathetic super- 
visory officer, and earnest, patient, long-suffering, and quiet 
teachers. 
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several years has been the fashion among the 
teaching cult decry the college entrance require- 
ments, particularly those English. Every 
teacher high school feels privileged have 
the colleges for foisting upon them 
list works more less difficult teach, and 


uninteresting the average adolescent. With 
each year’s change comes fresh wail distress 
from the high schools, and frequently atmosphere dumb 
misery following new list requirements testifies the cruelty 
the colleges their arbitrary rulings. Given group 
teachers English high schools, allow them together 
twenty minutes, and safe assert that complaints bitter and 
piteous will heard. can’t interest girls Ivanhoe.” 
“Boys dislike the minor poems Milton.” you have much 
trouble with Burke?’ theme writing positive drudgery.” 
don’t blame the pupils for not seeing anything the essay 
they pick out the most uninteresting “If insist 
upon severe word study the pupils lose interest the dramas, 
and don’t, they fail get the faintest sort right concep- 
tion the author’s meaning.” And the wail goes on. 

the other hand, the colleges complain that the pupils come 
them unprepared, lacking knowledge how read, write 
and spell. poor sort educational journal that does not 
print some time each year article which some profes- 
sor some college furnishes statistics the number misspelled 
words the themes the freshman class the illegibility the 
penmanship, concluding with the sweeping assertion that the stu- 
dents not understand anything they read, because they have 
not been taught how find the thought the gist paragraph. 
Thus there seems attitude hostility between the two in- 
stitutions—the high school and the college, each with bitter com- 
plaint against the other.

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But after all, recent writer said, that the col- 
leges ask the students?” student write and spell with 
some correctness, and that read standard literature with some 
correctness.” The aim any course English high school 
can scarcely less than this: read intelligently, write legibly, 
and spell without eccentricity. not that little enough require 
embryo American citizen who hopes soon raise his 
her voice the conduct affairs his native 

English bids fair become the most difficult subject the high 
school curriculum. This attested the fact that each day 
sees fresh batches books how teach English, fall new 
minted from the press. The land flooded with pamphlets 
suggestions, books questions, rhetorics, grammars, analyses 
poems and what not, designed lead the teacher English 
gently into the mental processes his pupils, who seem main- 
tain stubborn attitude toward their mother tongue. Latin and 
mathematics and science and the modern languages are compara- 
tively easy, because they are exact and definite. The pupils say 
that those subjects they know what expected them, but 
when they come English, mist envelops the topic, and they 
cannot sure where they are what done. 

This the dark side the picture—complaints from the col- 
leges, because the pupils are ill-taught; complaints from the high 
schools, because the colleges expect too much taught; com- 
plaints from teachers, because the pupil’s lack appreciation 
and interest; complaints from the pupils because they not 
know what expected them, and all the complaints adum- 
brating into confusion instructions and cloud books 
the subject, designed lighten the darkness and dispel the 

But what the bright side the picture? Surely great 
cloud this must have great lining. And has, lining 
purest silver, tinged with gold and shot with precious stones, 
lining such exquisite beauty that all who have earn their 
daily bread but knew its existence, there would rush 
into the field the teaching English. The difficulty lies 
the fact that few perceive the lining, because their vision cir- 
cumscribed the cloud. 

has been said that man woman uneducated, who 
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has made some one book poem part his life; who has 
closely assimilated the thoughts some great writer, and made 
the words the master closely part his life that lives 
and moves with his chosen poet. The greater the range those 
whom has loved and lived with, the wider his life, the deeper 
and broader his culture. Most realize this, but unless 
unusual opportunity granted us, find difficult come 
into close communion with any one author. The ordinary man 
woman too busy; our modern life, with its complexity 
makes too many demands upon for get that close acquain- 
tanceship with literature which makes for intimacy. Only the 
student who pores over the books his library may lead the 
charmed life the dwellers book-land; the average man 
woman who mingles with his fellow men and helps the life 
today unfold itself forced dissipate his energies. must 
know many books, papers and magazines; must read many 
new things; must become conversant with new sciences and 
discoveries. this seething time, with its strange likeness 
its scientific awakening and passion for discovery for worlds 
physical and spiritual the days Elizabeth and the early 
nineteenth century, few bread-winners there who can take 
time saturate themselves with the work any one author, 
with any cult poetry. This rare privilege extended only 
the teacher English. may mingle with his fellow men, and 
active the world please, read every new scientific 
book, dabble every new philosophical theory, and yet hold 
close communion daily with the masters, walk with them, live 
with them, order his life them, and way constantly 
discover new beauties the best their work. 

not this opportunity make one give pause before com- 
plaining the stupidity the average pupil when brought 
face face with the study literature 

That teacher particularly fortunate, who, because works 
small school; forced teach all nearly all the Eng- 
lish, and thus not restricted the work one two years. 
him all Heaven lies open day after day, and wise and 
has planned his work that the classes theme writing alter- 
nate with those literature, indeed dweller the Happy 
Valley. The drudgery teaching composition more than com- 
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pensated the delight finding the next hour opportunity 
for new thrill delight poem, old, yet new with wonder. 

The range wide. From Homer Kipling; from Greece 
England and America; from the pleasant beauties the Ameri- 
can poets, the mighty thunders Carlyle, and the incisive logic

may dwell one hour with Coleridge the “land 


mist and and the next, lounge the coffee-houses 
with the Spectator and smile the pleasant follies and mild 
vices the beaux and belles the days Queen Anne. may 
that his adventures for the next hour will throw him with 
Odysseus, panting and breathless upon the shores Phaeacia 
supplicate the princess Nausicaa, and then recalled 
the electric bell modern times and the changing classes, only 
forth with Gareth and fight the knights with their “foolish 
allegory”, and discover that Death, after all, beautiful life. 
And perchance, beauty and adventure and mysticism have made 
him dreamy, the eloquence Burke will recall him his duty 
citizen republic, and will find keen pleasure 
thinking through the application Chester, Ireland, Wales and 
Durham the American colonies. One day may shudder 
Macbeth goes forth desperation fight that Birnam wood 
come Dunsinane, may rouse, with Antony, the worst pas- 
sions the Roman mob. may rejoice, with Bassanio, over 
the discomfiture Shylock, and live over the sweet uses which 
make him walk with Rosalind and Orlando the Forest 
Arden, sigh with the Duke and Viola the coast Illyria. 
Some time will stop and laugh happily with the merry com- 
pany Chaucer the Tabard Inn; some time may follow 
faire Una her adventures the enchanted forest; may 
dream with Sir Launfal over the Holy Grail, and learn love 
the leper, the Ancient Mariner learned love the “elfin water- 
snakes.” may thrill with horror over the fall Lucifer from 
heaven, storm Torquilstone with the Black Knight; may 
weep with Rustum over his gallant murmur watches 
Sidney Carton mount the scaffold, “Man hath greater love 


than this.” 


may drop with Beowulf down the lair 


Grendel’s mother, laugh with Irving stage coach 
English Christmas Eve. Pheidippides may run his gallant race 
under his admiring eyes; the Prisoner Chillon come into life 
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freedom worse than imprisonment; the boom Webster 
his ears may succeeded the quiet force Lincoln the 
gentle purl Longfellow. Hawthorne may lead him into the 
haunted corners the Province House, Milton may sing the 
sweetest poems him; Scott and the older balladists will thrill 
him with the joy border fight, and Wordsworth will give him 
thought and calm. All these, and more, yea more the very 
fulness joy are his. 

Now grant you that every educated person has done all 
this and more some time; and every teacher, who sits with you 
your council teachers has done much more than once. 
But who else, save the teacher English may always? Who 
save may consort with the masters that closest intimacy 
every day, and live over his adventures and loves and longings 
every year? joy that does not stale; pleasure that the 
uncomprehending student cannot mar, but one which comes 
share, unconsciously, unknowingly perhaps, the time, but 
may after years the memory comes him, sweet with 
comprehension. 

For look you, the teacher English must first know and feel 
deeply these things himself, and then when and his class 
come together look over the day’s lesson, new beauties come 
into the page, new gleam athwart the “shot silk 
beauty hitherto unseen, conception unimagined until now, 
suggestion hidden the words that now, for the first time, open 
“palaces dwell in”, and there within the barren walls 
schoolroom, with the sordid environment desks and maps and 
unwilling learners, enacted the mystery which Keats exper- 
ienced that midnight over Chapman’s Homer, 

Then felt like some watcher the skies, 
When new planet swims into his ken. 

Can any bread-winner ask more, that feel within him over 
his daily task the thrill that inspiration which inspired the 
creators poetry, and that find himself expressing that touch 
the divine fire unconsciously the words the 

For here comes the second great compensation the teacher; 
that the mind unconsciously echoes every day and all day long 
that language the daily lesson. has striven earnestly 
interpret the language the masters the comprehension 
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the pupils, that their words entwine themselves into his own soul. 
has listened often the lines the great minds recited 
the pupils, albeit recited with distaste, that wingéd words 
spring his lips, give utterance the moments great and 
little his life. despair the thanklessness his 
task may seize him some day, when forgetful the beauty 
his life, and the words from Lycidas come his lips, 
Alas what boots with uncessant care 
tend the homely slighted shepherd’s trade, 

and with them, the reply Phoebus brings its own consolation. 
The daffodils spring praises the language Wordsworth, 
and laments the verse Herrick. may seem him that 
life slipping by, and its guerdons small and few, consoles 
himself with the last line the sonnet that perchance class 
recited that morning, “They also serve who only stand and wait.” 
may that his third story room, whose window looks out 
upon wilderness roofs and chimneys, stretching away 
thin silver line river. But some morning, the early sun gilds 
the scene into blaze glory, and then realizes anew the 
exquisite loveliness that description London sunrise 
Wordsworth’s Westminster Bridge, and the next that re- 
cites that sonnet feels something that the preceding class 
did not. 

And this brings the third great compensation the 
teacher English, greater than all these that have made his 
life felicitous. the scores pupils who face him daily, 
among the hundreds who have passed out his life, there are 
one two who have apprehended the beauty the poem, 
should one coming with virginal mind; some one has 
seen the subtle logic the girl boy has been impressed 
the pitiless inexorableness sin, and has gone out the class 
room murmuring the words Godfrey Cass, “There’s debts 
you can’t pay like money debts paying extra for the years that 
have gone thus learning lesson life without the crushing 
experience which wrung the words from the man the story. 
One day borne into young soul that not being taught 
literature but being taught literature, and interested 
learn more lessons for himself. some morning, girl 
boy says softly the midst the lesson, “That 
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and the joy that moment irradiates countless dusty days 
grind, sending its gleam hope like the long fingers the rosy 
dawn through the gray twilight. the evening brings let- 
ter from some one who has gone distant school college, and 
there discovering new beauties poetry, writes say that the 
comprehension came first from the older teacher. 
worth while working for these few boys and girls, for these few 
great golden moments. 

This that compensates the teacher for the listless neophyte, 
for the pupils who “never could get English”, the boys with 
themes cribbed bodily from the Variorum edition, the pupils 
who never remember which man wrote which book, for those 
who will spend weeks work, only forget the name the 
author the end; the pupils who remember nothing Shakes- 
peare’s life, save that married woman older than himself; 
the girls who can recite glibly the names all Milton’s wives, 
but balk minor poems; the children who will insist that Spenser 
and Shelley are contemporaries; the boys who will write the 
with two the classes who will persistently write para- 
phrases abstracts for character these make the 
days the teacher gray days, unless, perchance, has the saving 
grace humor, and shoulders his full share the blame and 
realizes his compensations. there not compensation living 
days and hours and years with the greatest minds, thinking their 
thoughts, seeing the world through their eyes, feeling their hopes, 
aspirations and desires, translating their lives into his life, ex- 
pressing his own daily deeds and thoughts, even the “little 
nameless unremembered acts” into their language, short, dwel- 
ling day after day communion with the noblest? Would not 
this enough, even there were not the greater compensation 
having the power touch scores young lives with the magic 
gold poetry? Then let all teachers English high schools 
arise and bless the colleges, who their zeal for the youth en- 
trusted their care, have placed within the possibility the 
teachers daily inner experiences the greatest beauty and 
delight. 
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valuable bulletin the Bureau Education, Washington, C., 
calls attention the proper method giving instruction morals 
the public schools. The suggestions made and the example set are 
excellent that quote them here for the benefit such our 
readers have responsibilities along this line school work— 

moral education don’t This the advice Prof.

these contentions are true, how careful should the teacher 
his personal attitude, his physical, mental and spiritual health and 
condition! there disorder, lack attention, insubordination, list- 
lessness inefficiency the classroom perhaps the fault may lie 
farther back, rather nearer the front, than the teacher thinks. 
are disposed believe that does,—in most cases. have 
visited school rooms when the teacher was alert, interested, enthusias- 
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tic, and have found the pupils the same. have been other 
rooms where the teacher was dull, where the instruction was given
